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SABBATH STAR SHOWS QUIETER SIDE IN SONG FOR CATHEDRAL

THE man who invented heavy metal re¬ 
turned home to give an altogether more 
soothing musical gift back to the city which 
shaped him. 

Black Sabbath lead guitarist Tony lommi, 
who is nearing the end of the band’s final 
tour, wrote a moving acoustic arrangement 
for Birmingham Cathedral which was given 
its first airing on Thursday. 

Working with his friend the Dean of Bir¬ 
mingham, the Very Rev Catherine Ogle, 
on a five-minute arrangement called ‘How 
Good It Is’ gave him a chance to ‘give some¬ 
thing to the city’, the 68-year-old star said. 

The song celebrates peace, harmony and 
the cathedral’s role in the heart of the city. 
It features lommi on acoustic guitar, with 


lyrics inspired by Psalm 133 performed by 
men and boys from the cathedral choir. 

Tony said: “It’s great to be involved with 
the cathedral and doing something for it. 
When Catherine mentioned it, it felt like a 
nice thing to do, to be able to give something 
to the city. 

“It’s completely different from any of the 
heavier stuff. This is a completely new piece 
of music, and I’m really pleased with it.” 

The guitarist was diagnosed with lym¬ 
phoma in 2012. He has since recovered and 
even released a new album with Black Sab¬ 
bath, titled 13, in 2013. 

Dean Ogle, who will soon be leaving Bir¬ 
mingham to become Dean at Winchester 
Cathedral, said: “Tony and I were intro¬ 


duced by a mutual friend, and we discussed 
a possible music collaboration sometime in 
the future. 

“Then, when Tony was unwell, we got to 
know one another better when I began to 
pray for him and kept in touch with Tony 
and his wife about his health. 

“This is a most wonderful gift Tony of¬ 
fered to the cathedral.” 

Tony took the opportunity to again ad¬ 
dress rumours about Sabbath’s flirtations 
with Satanism ahead of the first play of 
‘How Good It Is’: “People used to think we 
were Satanists but we weren’t. The songs 
were the opposite and all about the dangers 
of black magic and Satanism. The closest we 
came was Black Magic chocolates.” 


Pupils ‘open to risk of radicalisation’ says Ofsted 


SCHOOL RATED 
'INADEQUATE' 


A PRIMARY school in Oldbury has been put into 
special measures, with weak leadership and poor 
teaching highlighted by the education watchdog. 

Rounds Green Primary has been rated ‘inadequate’ in all 
areas, and Ofsted inspectors said the school is leaving pu¬ 
pils open to the risk of ‘radicalisation and exploitation’. The 
school in Brades Road has 461 pupils on its roll, aged three to

The Ofsted report said: “It is fail¬ 
ing to give its pupils an acceptable 
standard of education, and the per¬ 
sons responsible for leading, manag¬ 
ing or governing the school are not 
demonstrating the capacity to secure 
the necessary improvement in the 
school. 

“Pupils are not sufficiently aware 
of how to keep themselves safe, for 
example, when using the internet or 
mobiles. They are not taught how to 
identify the risk or dangers of child 
exploitation and radicalisation.” 

Advised 

Inspectors found that attendance 
among staff and pupils is poor, and 
incidents involving bullying are not 
managed well enough. Inspectors 
said pupils are underachieving, with 
teachers unclear about specific skills 
that need to be developed. 

The school has also had ‘significant 
changes of staff with eight teachers 
leaving last year and five classes cur¬ 
rently being taught by supply teach¬ 
ers. 

An interim headteacher has been 
in the post since September, and 
inspectors have advised that newly

qualified teachers should not be ap¬ 
pointed. The report states that the 
interim headteacher has quickly and 
accurately identified the existing 
weaknesses, begun to taken effective 
action and has been called ‘inspira¬ 
tional’ by fellow staff. 

Ofsted inspectors also said pupils 
were polite and well-mannered dur¬ 
ing the inspection, and the sports 
premium funding has been used ef¬ 
fectively, helping pupils to develop 
healthy lifestyles. 

Linda Deeley, interim headteacher 
and chair of governors, said: “We are 
obviously disappointed in the report’s 
findings. 

“However, the report clearly rec¬ 
ognises that the school had already 
identified the appropriate school im¬ 
provement priorities required and are 
taking the necessary remedial steps. 
We are certain that with the contin¬ 
ued support of governors, staff, local 
authority, parents and wider school 
community, we will rapidly make the 
changes identified.”

Eyesore pub could 
make way for flats 

A DERELICT pub in Oldbury could finally 
be knocked down after a new plan to build 
homes on the site was revealed. 

The former Perrott Arms has been sub¬ 
ject to several development bids since 
closing around 15 years ago. 

It has since run into disrepair and been 
labelled an eyesore, leading to calls for 
action. 

Now an application to build 22 flats 
on the site has been lodged with council 
bosses. 

The building stands at the junction of Bir¬ 
mingham Road and Flash Road, opposite 
the former Sandwell Magistrates Court. 

A decision on the application is expected 
in the coming months.

TOUGH new powers have been drawn up 
in a bid to force illegal traveller camps in 
Sandwell to move on within 24 hours. 

The borough has been blighted by a 
25 per cent rise in camps in the last 18 
months, and council bosses hope using 
injunctions similar to those used in Walsall 
will help ease the problem. 

A scheme being discussed by Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet this week is designed to 
resolve issues such as noise, fly-tipping 
and site damage more efficiently. 

The council has estimated that dealing 
with illegal camps costs about a quarter of 
a million pounds each year. 
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New Year honour for school head 



Gordon Phillips MBE 


A RECENTLY retired Sandwell special 
school principal has been named in the 
Queen’s New Year Honours list. 

Gordon Phillips, who retired last sum¬ 
mer after 10 years as principal at The 
Meadows Sports College in Oldbury, was 
made an MBE (Member of the most ex¬ 
cellent Order of the British Empire). 

Gordon, a father-of-two, started 
teaching in 1975 at the school he at¬ 
tended in Plymouth, Bishop Vaughan 
RC School. He worked in schools around 
the country until taking up his eleventh 
and last position as principal at The 
Meadows Sports College in 2006. During 


his time at The Meadows, Gordon raised 
more than £14,000 for school funds in 
sponsored 10km runs and made huge 
improvements to the learning environ¬ 
ment including the nature trail. 

As a mark of his popularity, 22 letters 
of recommendation for Gordon were 
sent to the Honours Committee from 
The Meadows & previous schools, Plym¬ 
outh Sea Anglers’ Club, The Youth Hos¬ 
tel Association and parents. 

Gordon said: “I was over the moon 
when I found out I had been nominated 
for the award and by so many colleagues 
and former colleagues. “I loved my time 


at The Meadows, it was a wonderful 
school to end my career at thanks to the 
brilliant dedicated staff there. 

“This award is as much theirs as 
mine because a great team makes a 
great school and that’s what I was lucky 
to have - a truly outstanding and loyal 
team around me.” 

Sandwell Councillor Simon Hackett, 
for children’s services, said: “Gordon 
was an inspiring school principal who 
influenced the lives of thousands of chil¬ 
dren. He has dedicated his working life 
to educating children and young people 
and this is very well-deserved award.” 



A £2.5 million restoration of 
West Bromwich’s historic Manor 
House has moved a step closer 
with the opening bid for funding 
about to be submitted. 

It is hoped the project to bring the 
700-year-old building back to its for¬ 
mer glory will begin before the end of 
the year. 

Bosses are also aiming to boost visitor 
numbers by adding a range of attractions 
and involving virtual reality. Council chiefs 
are confident the restoration will be able to 
go-ahead as discussions with the Heritage 
Lottery suggested it would be willing to 
provide the £2 million needed. 

Sandwell Council will put up the other 
half a million pounds. Access will be im¬ 
proved to allow more people to get upstairs 
to parts of the building which are rarely 
seen. Temporary repairs will be fixed prop¬ 
erly and ‘unsympathetic’ extensions will be 
removed. 

Projectors 

While there will be a focus on celebrat¬ 
ing the building’s past, it will also be taken 
into the future with the addition of virtual 
reality, which would involve having images 
displayed onto walls through 4D projectors. 

The first bid for funding will see an appli¬ 
cation for £142,000 submitted to Heritage 
Lottery in the coming weeks. 

Bosses will then use the cash to further 
their case for receiving the full amount. 
The scheme is expected to be complete by 
2020. 

The building was originally built by 
Richard de Marnham in the 1270s but in 
more recent times it has had several uses 
including a pub and restaurant until 2009. 

It is now probably one of the most im¬ 
portant surviving medieval timber-framed 
buildings in the Midlands and the most re¬ 
cent building to become part of Sandwell 
Museum Service. 

The construction of its great hall is 
thought to be the earliest of this type of 
construction in the country in a standing 
building. 

It opened as a visitor attraction run by 
Sandwell Council’s museum service in 
2010. Council leader Steve Eling said: “It 
is the oldest building in the borough and it 
has real historic significance.”

Principal at Forge, Andrew 
Burns, said: “The messages she 
delivered are incredibly important, 
they are messages we constantly 
reinforce but having Rhianna en¬ 
gage with the young people so well 
makes the delivery more powerful.”

Council may 
score with 
£6m football 
funding bid 

FOOTBALL pitches could be created at 
two sites in Sandwell after council boss¬ 
es revealed a plan to bid for millions of 
pounds of sports funding. 

Sandwell Council wants to build ‘foot¬ 
ball hubs’ equipped with high-grade 
facilities in the north and south of the 
borough. The Parklife Football Hub 
programme, backed by Sport England, 
the Football Association and Premier 
League, aims to boost sport participation 
and improve facilities at grassroots level. 

The cash-strapped authority would 
be able to apply for up to £6 million in 
funding for the hubs, which would in¬ 
clude at least two 3G pitches and chang¬ 
ing rooms. 

Damaged 

Locations for the pitches have not yet 
been decided but it is planned for one 
to serve Tipton, Wednesbury and West 
Bromwich and the other for Oldbury, 
Smethwick and Rowley Regis. 

The move would involve the formation 
of a new trust which would eventually 
see maintenance of sports pitches taken 
out of the council’s hands. 

The availability of top-level artificial 
pitches would also mean less money hav¬ 
ing to be spent on grass pitches which 
get damaged during the winter. Bosses 
have lodged an expression of interest, 
with the aim of completing the pitches 
in the next three years. 

Sandwell Council would have to con¬ 
tribute 40 per cent of the cost of building 
the hubs - up to £2.4m. 

Teenager faces 
burglary charge 

A TEENAGER has appeared in court 
charged with the theft of £60,000 of mo¬ 
torcycles. 

Mark Selwood, 18, of Batman’s Hill 
Road, Tipton is charged with burglary, 
taking a vehicle without consent and 
criminal damage in connection with the 
theft of 12 motorcycles. 

The motorcycles were taken from 
Freestyle Bikes on St Giles Business 
Park in Newtown overnight on Jan¬ 
uary 1 when two sections of wall were 
knocked through. 

Selwood, who appeared at Wrexham 
Magistrates’ Court, entered no pleas to 
the charges and was remanded in cus¬ 
tody. 

He will appear at Mold Crown Court 
on February 3.

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Driver who 
killed teen 
in car gets 
six years 

A DRIVER who killed an 18-year-old 
woman in a horrific road crash after 
hitting speeds of up to lOOmph has 
been jailed for six years. 

Polish immigrant Kuba Oles was 
travelling so fast 
when his Audi 
A6 hurtled into 
Georgie Evans’ 
Ford Fiesta that 
her car was torn 
in half, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Witnesses es¬ 
timated he had 
been travelling at 
up to lOOmph in 
a 30 limit when 
tragedy struck 
moments after 
two other driv¬ 
ers remarked he 
was ‘going to kill 
somebody’, re¬ 
vealed Mr Paul 
Spratt, prosecut¬ 
ing. 

The court was 
told the crash happened less than a 
month after Oles was reported to po¬ 
lice for dangerous driving. 

The Audi had narrowly missed a 
bus and ‘fish tailed’ as the 24-year-old 
driver momentarily lost control on a 
roundabout before accelerating in 
Priory Road, Dudley, on October 27. 

Oles was helped to the side of the 
road by passers-by but fled from the 
scene when their backs were turned. 
He did not hand himself into the po¬ 
lice until 18 hours later, making it 
impossible for him to be checked for 
drink and drugs. 

Oles, from Beaconview Road, West 
Bromwich, pleaded guilty to causing 
death by dangerous driving, leaving 
the scene and failing to report an ac¬ 
cident. He also admitted the earlier 
incident of dangerous driving. He was 
jailed for six years with an extended 
four year licence period on release and 
banned from driving for 14 years. 

Homes vow after 
funding bid fails 

COUNCIL chiefs have pledged their 
support to major building projects 
after the Black Country Garden City 
scheme failed to secure Government 
funding. 

The project to build 45,000 homes 
across the Black Country, was not in¬ 
cluded in the funding announcement 
for such schemes by the Department 
for Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment (DCLG) last week. 

Among more than 31 different sites 
identified for development as part of 
the garden city proposals, were those 
in Lye and Dudley Port. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cab¬ 
inet member for regeneration and 
enterprise for Dudley Council, said: 
“Dudley Council as part of the Black 
Country remains committed to an am¬ 
bitious growth plan.”

School expansion

A PROJECT to expand a school al¬ 
lowing hundreds more pupils to be 
taken on next year has taken a major 
step forward. 

The new premises of Sacred Heart 
Primary, which is being built off 
Sedgley Road East in Tipton, now has 
walls and roofing in place as devel¬ 
opers finished the latest stage in the 
development. 

The school is expanding to take on 
around 300 more pupils next school 
year. 

Ward councillors said the move 
to expand the school was ‘great’ as 


making progress 


there were not enough school places 
for children in the town. 

Tipton Green Ward Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “The opening of the school 
will be great for the area as there is 
a shortage of school places in Tipton. 
This will help with the numbers of 
children getting into schools.” 

The outer shell of the new building 
has now been constructed as devel¬ 
opers push forward with the project. 
Work will be taking place to develop 
the exterior and interior of the build¬ 
ing. 

The new premises will offer space 


for 420 children and would employ 53 
full-time staff with a further four on 
a part-time basis. In October 2015 112 
pupils aged three-to-11 attended the 
Pupils are currently being taught at 
the school’s existing site in Victoria 
Road. It was built in the 1920s and 
has been deemed no longer fit for pur¬ 
pose by council chiefs. 

Councillor Jones said some pupils 
were being taught in the Grade II 
listed Carnegie Building opposite the 
existing school building, as extra stu¬ 
dents had already been taken on as 
part of the expansion. 


High Street businesses 
hit by fires hours apart 



FIFTY firefighters battled a huge fire at 
a Caribbean restaurant in West Brom¬ 
wich, hours after an arson attack at a 
pizza shop nearby. 

High Street was closed for hours by the 
blaze which tore through the first and second 
floors of Royale Garden Restaurant. 

The incident came after arsonists targeted No 1 
Pizza takeaway, a few minutes’ walk away. 

It is believed that the blaze was started by 
thieves who broke into the takeaway and grabbed 
cash from the till. 

Fire crews were called to the incident at 7.37am 
last Wednesday, leaving shortly after 10am, but re¬ 
turned just over an hour later to the scene of the 
nearby restaurant fire, which was discovered by the 
owner Mercy Igunbor on opening. 

She said: “I have no idea how it would have 
started, there was nobody in there at the time. 

“I opened up and then I saw the fire. I told my 
husband to put the shutters back down and call the 
fire bridge for help. 

“It is a devastating day for me, we have been 
here for three years as of last month.” 

Crews from West Bromwich, Wednesbury, 
Smethwick, Tipton and Aston attended. 

Control 

Police were also called, along with West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service. 

The road was cordoned off either side of the 
Caribbean restaurant, with fire crews tackling the 
blaze at the front and back of the premises. 

Paramedics remained on standby but no-one was 
reported injured. 

Aftab Ahmed, from Aafee Barbers, two doors 
away from the restaurant, said: “I was in my shop 
when it broke out and came out to see all of the po¬ 
lice and fire crews. The fire service have done really 
well to keep it under control because there are a lot 
of shops here if it spread.” 

The two fires came eight days after a man, Carl 
Campbell, was killed in a shooting just off High 
Street, in Dartmouth Street. 

A man living close to the fire, who did not want 
to be named, said: “It is all happening in West Bro¬ 
mwich at the minute, you are always hearing of 
trouble, shootings and robberies, now we have had 
these two fires. It is quite worrying.” 

Forensics officers examined the pizza shop after 
emergency crews left the scene. The fire left severe 
smoke damage inside. A police spokesman said: 
“The incident is being treated as arson.”

This incident proved 
that communal wishing does not work. 
Everyone in that street was thinking: “Go 
on, you idiot, walk into a lamppost,” but 
the Skype merchant missed them all. 

AT least the old 19th century houses 
were easy to take down. I spent one sum¬ 
mer as a labourer on the demolition of a 
huge Regency villa. There was no need to 
use a demolition ball, nor even a hammer 
or chisel. We simply lifted every brick by 
hand. There was no adhesive power in 
the powdery old mortar and the only thing 
holding each course of bricks in place was 
the weight of the bricks above. A brick¬ 
layer told me the old buildings remained 
standing only because all the woodworms 
were holding hands. 

TV dramas are filmed months before 
they are screened. So the makers of Halcy¬ 
on (ITV) must have watched in horror a few 
weeks ago as Close to the Enemy (BBC1) 
was broadcast. Note the star¬ 

tling similarities 
between the 
two offerings. 
Same setting, in 
a 1940s hotel. 
Same atmos¬ 
phere of con¬ 
spiracy about 
the reasons 
for the Second 
World War. 
Same jazz band with sexy chanteuse. And 
to cap it all, both dramas had the actress 
Charity Wakefield playing a blonde femme 
fatale. Both series were about spies. So 
who’s been spying on whom . . ? 

AS a fully paid-up guardian of Joe Pub¬ 
lic against the monstrous forces of gov¬ 
ernment, I should be outraged at the news 
of new powers allowing Whitehall depart¬ 
ments to share individuals’ details with 
local councils. I find myself strangely un¬ 
outraged. If Mr J Public is pleading poverty 
to the town hall to get benefits but HMRC 
knows he is a millionaire, the sooner the 
taxman has a word with the town clerk, the 
better. In any case, didn’t we all assume 
they were sharing information already? 

I SAW this scrawled on a wall this 
week: “Carrie is a grass.” Don’t you find 
it strangely reassuring that in the age of 
cyber-crime and DNA profiling, our crimi¬ 
nal-justice system still has a place for the 
good old-fashioned copper’s nark?

Opening times signs of 
confusion for tip users

A CONFUSING sign at a busy 
recycling tip - causing people 
to turn up on the wrong day - is 
costing ratepayers thousands of 
pounds, a council chief claims. 

Two information boards on either 
side of the entrance to Aldridge recy¬ 
cling depot in Walsall read: ‘This site 
is closed every Wednesday & Tuesday’ 
in large letters. 

But because of the back-to-front order of 
the sign, many people read it as Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday and turn up on a day it 
is closed - leading some visitors to dump 
their rubbish illegally in frustration in¬ 
stead of returning to the depot on another 
day, said Councillor Mike Bird, Conserva¬ 
tive leader of Walsall Council. 

“Some people may think the sign is 
funny but actually it has serious conse¬ 
quences. Fly-tipping costs the council hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds a year and 
this sign is contributing to those rising 
costs,” said Councillor Bird. 

“If it’s not pointed out to you, or you’re 
not concentrating, people read ‘Tuesday’ 
as ‘Thursday’, it’s an easy thing to do. 

I’ve read it like that and other people have 
raised it with me also. 

Temptation 

“The problem is if people turn up with 
a car load of rubbish to recycle and the 
site is closed, they may very well dump it 
elsewhere. If you’ve got your car full, it’s 
going to be very hard to go home, unload 
it all, and load up again another day. The 
temptation to fly-tip is great.” 

Fly-tipping has blighted the borough in 
recent years. Latest figures show the prob¬ 
lem cost the council up to £28,000 a month 
last year. This year’s bill is expected to top 
£ 120 , 000 . 

It is feared an unpopular move to scrap 
weekly collections in favour of fortnightly 
pick-ups in order to save £1 million will 
only add to the problem. With around 
2,000 people having their applications for 
bigger bins rejected, many are predicting a 
further rise in fly-tipping. 

A report earlier this year revealed the 
worst hit spots for fly-tipping in the bor¬ 
ough. They included Slacky Lane, Spout 
Lane, Winterley Lane and Bull Lane, Mox- 
ley. In August it emerged that cameras de¬ 
signed to catch offenders in Darlaston had 
not been working for six weeks.

Busiest day 
recorded in 
ambulance 
trust history 

WEST Midlands Ambulance Service 
rang in 2017 with the busiest day ever 
for the Trust. 

Throughout January 1, WMAS re¬ 
ceived no fewer than 4,629 emergency 
calls, 807 more than the previous 
most busy day, New Year’s Day 2011. 

It rounded off an incredibly busy 
festive period for the Trust. From De¬ 
cember 29, to January 2, the service 
took 18,583 calls compared to 15,933 
for the same period in 2015-16, equal 
to a 16.6 per cent rise in call numbers 
for the five days. 

While the evening of New Year’s 
Eve and the early hours of New Year’s 
Day were filled with alcohol-related 
calls including assaults, falls and 
unconscious patients, the majority 
of calls during the five days were for 
people who were unwell with the likes 
of breathing difficulties, chest pains 
and falls. 

Trust chief executive Anthony 
Marsh, said: “I am very grateful and 
proud of all the staff and volunteers 
that worked through this period. 
While the majority of people were en¬ 
joying time with family and friends, 
my staff were working 24 hours a day 
to keep the public of the West Mid¬ 
lands safe. 

“Over the years we have developed 
incredibly detailed plans and made 
preparations for this incredibly busy 
period. 

“Once again, that planning has paid 
off and we have met this challenge 
and continued to provide a very high 
standard of service to patients.” 

Inmate charged 
with jail mutiny 

A PRISON inmate from Oldbury ap¬ 
peared in court charged with taking 
part in last month’s disorder at HMP 
Birmingham. 

Robert Smith, aged 33, appeared 
at Birmingham Magistrates Court 
charged with prison mutiny on Sat¬ 
urday. Last week Ross Queen, 30, of 
Northfield, appeared at Birmingham 
Magistrates Court charged with two 
charges of prison mutiny and one of 
taking a photograph without author¬ 
isation after allegedly posing in a riot 
helmet for a picture alongside another 
prisoner. 

They will both appear next at Bir¬ 
mingham Crown Court on February 
3. West Midlands Police said its of¬ 
ficers are continuing to work with the 
Prison Service and G4S in investigat¬ 
ing the disorder on December 16.

Magistrates 
court move 
has resulted 
in chaos: MP 

A BLACK Country MP has claimed 
the closure of a magistrates court has 
‘caused chaos’. 

West Bromwich East MP Tom Wat¬ 
son has now written to Justice Sec¬ 
retary Liz Truss to demand that the 
Ministry of Justice reviews the provi¬ 
sion of court facilities in Sandwell. 

Sandwell Magistrates closed in Sep¬ 
tember, leaving the borough as the 
only one in the Black Country without 
a court of its type. Judicial cases from 
Sandwell have been transferred to 
other regional courts, including Wol¬ 
verhampton, which has come in for 
heavy criticism from Mr Watson - the 
Labour Party’s deputy leader. 

Mr Watson said: “The Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to close Sandwell 
has caused chaos. Many cases have 
been transferred to Wolverhampton 
Magistrates’ Court and the facilities 
there cannot cope with the increased 
demand - there’s a real crisis. 

“There’s been a general over listing 
of Sandwell cases and lengthy waits 
for hearings, with cases adjourned 
due to a lack of court time. On at least 
two occasions, when a case has been 
listed for 10am, it’s not been dealt 
with until after 4pm, meaning that 
the police and the public have waited 
around all day,” he said. 

Mr Watson added: “The closure 
of Sandwell was wrong and poorly 
thought out.” 

An HM Courts and Tribunal Service 
spokesman said: “Closing underused 
and dilapidated court buildings will 
allow us to reinvest in the justice sys¬ 
tem.”

Motorists' M5 misery 
as slip roads to close 


DRIVERS will be forced to take long 
detours as slip roads on the M5 will 
be closed overnight for more than 
three months at the Birchley Island 
in Oldbury. 

After 9pm, traffic will not be able to get 
on or off the motorway at the busy round¬ 
about - which leads onto Junction 2 - un¬ 
til May once the closures come into force. 

Both the northbound and southbound sides 
will be affected. 

It means people needing to get onto the M5 
during the night will have head to either West 
Bromwich or Halesowen. Those coming off will 
also need to do so at either Junction 1 for West 
Brom or Junction 3 for Halesowen. 

Lorry drivers and other night traffic could 
face regular disruption. 

The closures have been announced by High¬ 
ways England which will be carrying out major 
repairs on the slip roads, including resurfacing 
and waterproofing. 

Streetlight works and other carriageway re¬ 
pairs are also planned. 

The first night closure will be on January 16 
and will continue until April 30. Slip roads will 
re-open at 6am each day. 

Potential 

Albion are not due to play any night matches 
at The Hawthorns during the period, but the 
works have the potential to clash with any FA 
Cup replays they might be involved in. 

Oldbury councillor Suzanne Hartwell urged 
drivers to be patient during the works. 

She said: “Whatever they do there is going 
to be disruption. 

“But if they need to do roadworks it is the 
best time to do it. It’s better than nine in the 
morning. 

“It will cause disruption but I would ask 
drivers to be patient and be cautious on the 
roads while this is going on.” 

It is the latest motorway works to hit the re¬ 
gion, following a six-month project on the M6 
at Great Barr. It is also the precursor to a much 
larger project on the M5, which could last up 
to two years. 

Maintenance work will be carried out on the 
3km-long Oldbury Viaduct and will see the ex¬ 
isting waterproofing system, last renewed 30 
years ago, replaced. 

Traffic management has yet to be finalised 
but it could result in lanes being narrowed and 
the speed limit being reduced.

Question 
is whether 
patients are 
cared for 

AT least two people a day are dying of 
thirst or starvation in hospitals, accord¬ 
ing to figures from the Office for National 
Statistics. Malnutrition was mentioned on 
the death certificates of 297 patients who 
died in hospital during 2015, while dehy¬ 
dration was cited on 429. 

Now every case is different, and it 
would be naive to lay all of the blame 
on the NHS. But the sheer numbers do 
suggest something is amiss. Money is al¬ 
ways an issue, but really, how much does 
it cost to check if somebody has been 
eating their food? 

During my visits to hospitals I have 
been touched by the kindness of nursing 
staff towards patients who can some¬ 
times be challenging. But I have also seen 
time and resources wasted on questions 
which have very little to do with the ail¬ 
ments in question, and everything to do 
with politically correct box ticking. 

The staff are simply following instruc¬ 
tions. But maybe their bosses, both in the 
NHS and government, might care to fo¬ 
cus on the basics, and leave the lifestyle 
surveys to others?

MEANWHILE, Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospital Trust has really got 
to the heart the issues facing our over¬ 
stretched hospitals by spending £1,265 
on 100 “gender neutral” toilets. 

Now I’ve no idea what a “gender neu¬ 
tral toilet” is, but I imagine it is not too 
different from those, boring old-fashioned 
“gender specific” ones.

The main difference, as far as I can 
see, is that the gender neutral ones have 
a rather confusing sign featuring four 
figures: one male, one female, one in a 
wheelchair, and one which can only be 
described as resembling somebody in a 
Bernie Clifton ostrich suit.

‘Ticking timebomb’ of 
school parking issue

A CAMPAIGN has been launched 
to install safety measures outside a 
primary school, which has been la¬ 
belled an ‘accident waiting to hap¬ 
pen’ by a ward councillor. 

Parking is such an issue at Glebefields 
Primary in Tipton, that ‘it is a won¬ 
der no-one has been hurt’, according to 
Princes End Councillor Philip Garrett. 

He has campaigned 
with the school and 
parents to get Sandwell 
Council to install dou¬ 
ble yellow lines and a 
small car park to ease 
the problem on Sand- 
gate Road. 

Councillor Gar¬ 
rett said: “Everybody 
knows how bad the 
parking is down Sand- 
gate Road, how a kid 
hasn’t got hurt down 
there I don’t know. It 
is a ticking timebomb 
and an accident wait¬ 
ing to happen. 

“Parents, the school 
and myself set up a 
petition calling for 
the measures, which 
reached more than 
100 signatures and was handed into Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet. 

“Sandwell Council’s Highways Department 
came down and agreed to the measures, but no 
work has started yet.” 

Councillor Garrett and parents described 
how the road becomes a ‘danger’ to children 
during busy periods, when parents drop off 
and collect their children from school. 


Residents living close to the school say their 
lives are being affected because vehicles block 
off their drives. 

Some measures are already in place to pre¬ 
vent parking close to the school. 

A sign reading ‘don’t park here’ has been 
hung outside the school gates, while a small 
section of Sandgate Road has double yellow 
lines to prevent people from parking on the 
pavement. 

Funnelled 

The proposed measures would see double 
yellow lines extended further down the street, 
while a car park would be built on vacant land 
located off Sandgate Road. 

“The road becomes like a choke point when 
it gets busy. It becomes funnelled and the 
footpaths get smaller when cars park on the 


pavements,” said Councillor Garrett. “It can 
be absolutely treacherous at this time of year, 
and an imminent danger to children.” 

Parents described the worst time was as 
being the end of the school day - when both 
the nursery and primary school finish at the 
same time. 

Parent James Marsh, aged 36 from Tipton, 
said: “It is extremely dangerous on the road 
during busy periods, There have been two or 
three near misses with children here. 

“The council have been approached about 
the situation and are meant to have put dou¬ 
ble yellow lines along the road but nothing has 
happened yet.” 

Grandmother Sharon Leith added: “The 
parking problem poses a danger to children. 
Half of the people who drop their kids off in 
cars only live around the corner.” 


Resident Jodie Lowe, aged 34, who lives on 
Sandgate Road, received a fine for parking on 
a grass verge outside her home, because her 
allocated parking space had been taken up. 

She said: “A few times I have been blocked 
in my drive and have been late for work. If I 
finish work and arrive home at around 3.20pm, 
there is no where for me to park.” 

School leaders encouraged drivers to be re¬ 
spectful when parking but said it is a problem 
faced by ‘many’ schools. 

Carl Fletcher, business manager at Glebe- 
fields Primary School, said: “It’s a common 
problem faced by many schools, which is made 
worse by the fact we’re in a cul-de-sac. We 
encourage drivers to respect other people and 
residents when parking.” 

Councillor Garrett said officers from the 
Highways Department attended the site in 
August when they agreed to the measures. 

“Sandwell Council has had five months to 
get yellow lines down also a car park built, but 
there has been absolutely nothing done. 

“The problem with parking has been years 
old.” 

The petition was raised to Sandwell Council 
leaders at a meeting of the Cabinet Petitions 
Committee held on July 13. 

The description of it read: “Residents and 
parents of children attending Glebefields Pri¬ 
mary School, Sandgate Road, Tipton, request 
a safe route for children attending Glebefields 
Primary School and alternative parking.” 

The council’s reponse in the board papers 
said: “It was proposed to implement dou¬ 
ble yellow lines on the west side of Sandgate 
Road, Tipton, to prevent vehicles parking on 
the footway and keep a clear walkway for pe¬ 
destrians. 

“The grassed area on the corner of Windsor 
Road and Sandgate Road had been identified 
as a potential new parking area, however, 
funding would need to be obtained by the local 
neighbourhood team. 

“Quotations for the work were being 
sourced. Following further representations 
from the head petitioner, officers were re¬ 
quested to look into the feasibility of providing 
railings along the footway and to increase the 
presence of the enforcement vehicle. An up¬ 
date would be submitted to a future meeting 
of the Cabinet Petitions Committee.”

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8 Beds review 
defended by 
hospital boss 

THE top boss of Sandwell’s new £350 
million super hospital has defended a 
review of bed numbers which could 
result in an extra floor of ward space 
having to be built. Toby Lewis, chief 
executive of Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham NHS Trust, said he would 
not ‘shut his mind to risk or reality’. 
He said the review had been planned 
since 2014 and that it was a ‘planned 
and professional assessment’. 

The Chronicle’s sister publication, 
The Express & Star revealed last week 
that a ninth floor would have to be 
built if the review found there was not 
enough room for the required number 
of beds. While the floor was part of the 
original plans, it was only intended 
to be for ‘expansion and engineering 
space’ and not for immediate use. If 
heath chiefs had to go ahead with the 
extra floor, it would not be complete 
until 2020 - more than a year after 
the Midland Met opens its doors. 

Mr Lewis said: “This candour and 
mitigation planning is what, I would 
suggest, should build confidence lo¬ 
cally in our organisation’s integrity 
and commitment to real solutions. 

“There is no point shutting our 
minds to risk or reality. We have time 
to remedy the position if out-of-hospi- 
tal services will not operate in time at 
sufficient scale to address the issues.”

Show respect for Corbyn, urges

But he has reiterated calls he initial!

Corbyn and Labour’s shadow immi¬ 
gration minister, Diane Abbott. 

Mr Watson’s comments come after 
he admitted that Mr Corbyn did not 
consult him on issues of strategy. 

But he said: “We don’t have a strat¬ 
egy committee as far as I am aware, 
and I don’t know of any political party 
that does have one. 

“He has asked Jon Trickett to mas¬ 
termind our general election cam¬ 
paign and I fully respect that. 

Upset 

“It is time for people to realise that 
Jeremy is the leader that will take us 
into the next election and that there is 
no point in being upset about it. 

“It is his manifesto and it is time for 
people to respect him.” 

Labour’s split on immigration pol¬ 
icy has risen to the fore in recent 
weeks, with shadow Brexit secretary 
Sir Keir Starmer the latest high pro¬ 
file figure to call for a change to free 
movement rules. 

Mr Watson, who first advocated 
tighter controls on EU migration 
in the final weeks before the June 
referendum, said the Brexit vote 
had made it clear the system had to 
change. 

“I am very clear the Brexit vote was 
as much about people telling the Gov-

ernment that they want to see Britain 
have control of its own borders,” he 
said. “That means the status quo is 
simply not an option. As a party we 
should be listening to the British peo¬ 
ple and acting accordingly.” 

Mr Watson also hit out at a recent 
poll that gave Labour its lowest rating 
since 2009. 

The YouGov poll indicated almost 
half of the voters in 2015 had deserted 
the party and predicted Mr Corbyn 
could lose around 90 seats in 2020. 

Mr Watson said: “Any politician 
that lives their day-to-day lives on the 
results of polls is not really in touch 
with what is going on. 

“The polls don’t interest me. I’m 
listening to people on the doorstep.” 

Mr Watson said he believed Labour 
could win the next election and that 
Mr Corbyn could be the next Prime 
Minister. 

“He will have a strong team around 
him,” he said. 

Fears over Labour’s prospects in 
the next general election have led to 
claims that the party may look to form 
alliances with other parties, such as 
the Lib Dems or the SNP. 

But shadow minister John Healey 
said that making pacts was ‘not the 
answer’ to Labour’s challenges.

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Volunteers appeal over 
NSPCC abuse initiative

PUPILS in Great Barr have 
been learning to speak out 
against abuse, as part of an 
NSPCC project that is look¬ 
ing for new volunteers. 

The charity’s ‘Speak Out. Stay Safe’ 
project teaches schoolchildren aged 
four to 11 about sexual, emotional and 
physical abuse and how to report it. 

The NSPCC School Service team 
spoke to Ferndale Primary School pu¬ 
pils from year groups one to six in a 
special hour-long assembly about how 
they can keep themselves safe by call¬ 
ing Childline or speaking to a trusted 
adult. 

‘Speak Out. Stay Safe’ has reached 
more than 10,000 pupils in Sandwell, 
and 14,000 in Walsall, since it was 
launched in 2011. And this school 
year the NSPCC is hoping to get the 
message across to more young people 
than ever before. But the programme 
needs volunteers to help run sessions 
at schools. 

NSPCC volunteer Jean Nutt, aged 
68, led the assembly at Ferndale. She 
said: “I was a teacher who worked 
with children with special needs and so 
when I retired I realised I still wanted 
to have that link to children and the 
NSPCC School Service gives me that. 

“I have been working as a volunteer 
for five years now and I realise how 
important the message is and if we can 
stop one child from being abused then 
we have I done our job.” 

Alongside her was Stacey Tanner, 
35, who said: “I volunteered because I 
think it is really important to get our 
message out there to children. There 
are children that are experiencing 
abuse and who don’t realise that is it 
abuse. The message that we put across 
really helps children to know that 
there are people out there to support 
and help them.” 

Jean added: “That is absolutely why 
we do it and if you have got a day a 


week because you need to have a day 
a week to able to volunteer to do this 
role, it is so rewarding to work with 
the children to listen to what they say 
and to know that some of the children 
don’t have anyone to talk to. It’s a re¬ 
ally, really good volunteering role for 
anyone - men and women.” 

Ferndale Headteacher Ruth Gillett 
said: “Having worked with the NSPCC 


before, we know of the vital work they 
do in supporting children at all stages 
of vulnerability and development.” 

Naomi Davis, 10, said: “I loved every 
single bit of the assembly. All the kids 
learnt how to stay safe and if you don’t 
feel normal it’s all right to call Child¬ 
line.” 

Charlie Swinnton, 11, said: “I loved 
the assembly. It was so inspirational.”

Deputy in pledge to 
root out paedophiles 


POLICE will spy on their own 
officers to root out paedo¬ 
philes and those who sexual¬ 
ly exploit vulnerable victims 
of crime. 

The move by West Midlands Po¬ 
lice comes after former constable 
Allan Richards was jailed for 22 
years after sexually abusing boys 
over 30 years by abusing his posi¬ 
tion with the force. 

Senior officers twice failed to stop 
him despite complaints and suspicions 
about his behaviour. 

Officers and staff who have worked 
at West Midlands Police for more than 
10 years will also undergo new vet¬ 
ting, according to details released by 
Deputy Chief Constable Louisa Rolfe 
in a report to the Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson. “West 
Midlands Police recognises there are 
a small number of police officers and 
staff who abuse and exploit vulnerable 
individuals whom they have come into 
contact with as part of their role,” said 
Mrs Rolfe in the report. 

Remove 

“The public have an expectation 
that everything possible is done to re¬ 
move the risk posed by similar behav¬ 
iour. Measures are in place currently 
within West Midlands Police and Pro¬ 
fessional Standards Department to 
tackle this issue. In order to keep pace 
and reduce this trend, various covert 
and overt methods have been adopted 
and some are being developed, some of 
which are technology-based.” 

The report, entitled ‘Preventing 
and detecting crimes involving vul¬ 
nerable people perpetrated by police 
officers and staff states it is a prior¬ 
ity to re-vet staff in its firearms and 
the public protection unit which deals 
with vulnerable victims such as those 
who have been sexually assaulted or

abused. It states: “New recruits to 
West Midlands Police undergo rigor¬ 
ous vetting checks including checks 
with the police force where the person 
currently resides and over the last five 
years. 

“Additionally specific posts, de¬ 
partments and roles are subject to 
enhanced vetting checks. The force is 
currently in the process of re-vetting 
staff who have been in the organisa¬ 
tion for over 10 years.” 

Richards, who was also a scout mas¬ 
ter, was branded as posing a ‘contin¬ 
uing significant risk of serious harm

to the public’ as he was sentenced for 
40 convictions against 23 boys in No¬ 
vember. His crimes included rape and 
indecent assaults dating back to the 
1970s against 23 victims, 17 of which 
were abused or exploited. 

Over two trials, Birmingham Crown 
Court was told the defendant, now 
aged 54, sexually abused boys at police 
stations, at scout camps, in swimming 
pools, in a park, at his home, and other 
locations that cannot be disclosed. 

Some of his victims were from trou¬ 
bled backgrounds and already victims 
of sexual offences.

Workers at 
Asda store 
stole £6k 
of booze 


TWO ASDA workers stole up to £6,000 of 
booze by repeatedly loading up one of their 
cars in the supermarket’s yard. 

Home delivery driver Kalwant Dosanjh and fork¬ 
lift truck driver, Sukhdeep Purewal, carried out 
the ruse at Asda Great Bridge seven times in 2016. 
Booze included Bacardi, Famous Grouse whisky and 
Carling lager. 


The haul was estimated 
to be worth between £5,000 
and £6,000. The two ap¬ 
peared before magistrates in 
Walsall last Thursday and 
admitted charges of theft by 
an employee. 

Mr Kulbir Paul, prose¬ 
cuting, said the two would 
steal the booze on Sundays 
as 43-year-old Dosanjh was 
finishing his early shift and 
Purewal, aged 44, was be¬ 
ginning his late shift at the 
shop. 

Explaining the pair’s 
method, he added: “Purewal 
would phone Dosanjh to ar¬ 
rive at the back of the store 
and would open the gate for 
him. Dosanjh would reverse 
the vehicle inside and they 
would then load it with al¬ 
cohol. 

“Purewal admitted [in 
interview] doing that on six 
other occasions along with 
Dosanjh.” 

The thefts were brought 
to an end after staff at the 
store noticed a discrepancy

when doing a stock check of 
beers and wines. 

They were caught in the 
act on December 11 when 
11 cases of alcohol, worth 
£1,170, were discovered in 
Dosanjh’s car. The pair were 
arrested and police then 
searched their homes where 
they discovered further 
beer, vodka and whisky. 

At Purewal’s home in Pri¬ 
ory Drive, Oldbury, officers 
also found £1,540 in cash of 
which he admitted half had 
been acquired through the 
sale of alcohol stolen from 
Asda. It was at the home of 
Dosanjh, in Viaduct Drive, 
Dunstall, Wolverhampton, 
that cans of Carling and 
four cases of Bacardi rum 
were found. 

Magistrates decided they 
had insufficient sentencing 
powers and committed both 
men to Wolverhampton 
Crown Court where they 
will learn their fate on Feb¬ 
ruary 2.

EIGHTY jobs in West Brom¬ 
wich are at risk after a £12 
million-turnover manufactur¬ 
er called in administrators. 

Eddie Williams, David Dunckley 
and Jason Bell of Grant Thornton 
were appointed administrators of 
Colson Castors and Castors Inter¬ 
national on December 29. 

The business has 85 employees with 


all but five based at the main manufac¬ 
turing site in Hill Top, West Bromwich 
with the rest at Christchurch on the 
south coast. Colson imports and man¬ 
ufactures castors for the retail, medi¬ 
cal and industrial market. 

The business has continued to be 
loss making for a number of years with 
significant funding being provided by 
the global Colson Group. Following 
a review, the group was no longer in 
a position to continue to fund these 


losses. Without access to funding the 
directors of the companies had no al¬ 
ternative other than to go into admin¬ 
istration. 

Mr Williams said: “We will be ur¬ 
gently contacting potential interested 
parties, key customers and suppliers 
over the coming days whilst reviewing 
the position and assessing the options. 
We are not announcing any redundan¬ 
cies at this time but we will need to 
keep this under review.”

Residents kick up a stink [carpet W arehouse 
after sewage overflows 


JANUARY SALE NOW ON 


FOUL-SMELLING sewage 
has been spilling out of a 
manhole in a back garden 
- leaving residents without 
the use of toilets, sinks and 
showers. 

The raw substance, which in¬ 
cludes ‘human waste’, has over¬ 
flowed from the drain and has 
affecting the water systems of 
nearby properties along Market 
Place in Great Bridge. 

Engineers have now cleaned up the 
mess which was overflowing since 
Monday January 2. Mother-of-one 
Louise Birch, who shares the garden 
with an optician’s below her first-floor- 
flat, said the waste water was getting 
into her sink and shower. 

Unable 

Miss Birch, aged 39, who lives with 
her six-year-old daughter Charlotte 
Willetts, said: “The problem has hap¬ 
pened about five times in the last 12 
months. Severn Trent Water comes 
out and clears up the mess but then 
they don’t fix the problem perma¬ 
nently. I have been unable to use my 
toilet, shower or washing machine. 

“When I turn on the washer, waste 
water comes up the sink. If I flush the 
toilet, water comes up and out the 
shower. We can’t wash in dirty water. 
The sewage contains human waste.” 

Miss Birch said she has had to take 
her daughter to her mother’s house 
in West Bromwich to be able to wash. 
“It is not ideally travelling at 6pm 
each night to get there,” she said. “I 
have been feeling ill since the sewage 
started appearing.” 

Sarabjit Mann, who owns The Great 
Bridge Eye Care Centre beneath Miss 
Birch’s flat, said she has lost custom 
because of the sewage. Her businesses 
also shares the garden. She said: “I 
had to close my facilities on Tuesday.

I haven’t been able to use my toilet or 
sink for the past week. Having had 
no income has obviously affected me. 
The shop absolutely stinks of sewage. 
I can’t expect patients to feel welcome 
in the shop.” 

Miss Birch complained that Severn 
Trent Water had been slow in dealing 
with the problem. “I first noticed the 
sewage last Monday. I phoned Severn 
Trent last Tuesday and they sent out 
two crews, who told me they couldn’t 
clear it. A site manager attended on 
Friday and said a crew would be out 
within two hours, but no-one came 
until Sunday. We were told it was 
caused by fat blocking the drains.” 

Severn Trent said engineers from 
their partner Amey attended to clear 
up the mess. Engineers had cleared up 


the majority of the sewage. A spokes¬ 
man for Severn Trent said: “We’ve 
been called out to an address in Mar¬ 
ket Place, Great Bridge on two occa¬ 
sions over the past two years - first in 
October 2015 and for a second time 
last week - after sewage overflowed 
from a manhole cover. 

“In each case engineers from our 
partner Amey have attended to clear 
up the mess and to unblock the pipe 
that was causing the issue. We believe 
that the blockages are down to fat, oil 
and grease being poured down drains. 

“We’d remind everyone to help 
protect our sewers by putting oil and 
fat in the bin or use one of our spe¬ 
cial ‘gunk pots’ which are available to 
order for free by visiting stwater.co.uk/ 
gunkpot.”

Ryder's Annual a unique 
glimpse of growing town 


IT has taken a year to put to¬ 
gether, but now people have 
the chance to glimpse into 
the past and get their hands 
on a very special piece of 
Black Country history. 

The Very Best of Ryder’s Annu¬ 
al book has been put together by 
Bev Parker and Tony Highfield. 

The book features some of the sto¬ 
ries and pictures from the well-known 
Ryder’s Annual, that was first pub¬ 
lished in the 19th century. 

The book charts Wednesbury’s his¬ 
tory from 1878 to 1918 and goes some 
way in illustrating the people of the 
town’s contribution to the war effort. 

Tony Highfield, aged 74, of Bloxwich 
revealed how he first came up with the 
idea for the book. He said: “I was walk¬ 
ing down Darlaston High Street when 
a friend of mine, Joan Bytheway, came 
up to me and said she had been given 
some old books for a jumble sale. 

“She asked whether I’d like to see 
them. I said I would and when I went

round there and saw them, I couldn’t 
believe it. The books were two ex¬ 
tremely rare Ryder’s Annuals. 

“I asked if I could borrow them, 
which I was told I could, and then I 
spoke to Bev about them. We decided 
to begin putting a book together on 
the best of the annuals, and went and 
visited Wednesbury Library to look at 
their archive of annuals, too.” 

The book was launched on Decem¬ 
ber 3 at Wednesbury Library then at 
Darlaston Library on December 10. 
Mindful Gifts CIC, based on Church 
Street, Darlaston, a not-for-profit or¬ 
ganisation, is also sponsoring the book 
as it specialises in gifts and activities 
for people with dementia. 

It is hoped that the book will pro¬ 
vide an insight into the life and times 
of local people’s ancestors. The book 
also contains an almanac devoted to 
the First World War. 


Mr Highfield said: “I just think it 
is so interesting to see the lives of the 
people in the book. 

“People might be able to find their 
ancestors in there, old businesses, 
churches, groups, clubs and societies.” 
In the introduction of the book, Bev 
Parker states: “The Ryder Annuals 
offer a unique insight into life in a 
successful and rapidly developing area. 
They feature images of the town’s dig¬ 
nitaries, industrialists, councillors, 
photographs of the town centre and 
countless adverts describing Black 
Country businesses. 

“For this edition of Ryder’s Annual, 
I have chosen some of my favourite 
articles, adverts, and photographs 
from the editions that are to be seen 
in Wednesbury Library. Some of the 
images featured in the book are Lower 
High Street, the Town Hall and Art 
Gallery, Wednesbury Post Office. 

“What I’d say is, this book gives you 
an idea of what life was like back then, 
but do speak to granny, before it’s too 
late.”

Father’s warning over 
drink-driving dangers 


A FATHER who feared he 
would never walk again fol¬ 
lowing a serious car crash 
while over the drink-drive 
limit is battling his way back 
to recovery. 

Lee Isherwood was left com¬ 
pletely paralysed down the right 
side of his body and could not 
remember who he was when he 
awoke from a coma. 

The 29-year-old from Dudley was 
thrown from the driver’s seat onto the 
road after smashing into a parked car. 

He was rushed to the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham where 
he went into intensive care and it was 
not known whether he would walk 
again. It has been a long and difficult 
road back towards recovery and Lee, 
who has had to undergo gruelling re¬ 
habilitation sessions, can now walk 
unaided almost three years on. 

Unharmed 

He was on his way to a party with 
two friends where he was due to be the 
DJ, on Mother’s Day, in March 2014, 
when he lost control of his car on Bur¬ 
ton Road, Dudley. 

His two friends walked away un¬ 
harmed but the situation was much 
more serious for the driver who was 
slightly over the drink-drive limit at 
the time. 

Mr Isherwood, who has three young 
children aged seven, five and three has 
had a long time to reflect on the events 
of the night that changed his life so 
dramatically. 

He spoke candidly about the mis¬ 
take he made in getting behind the 
wheel that night and knows he has 
paid the price. I wouldn’t wish what 
I’ve gone through on my worst enemy 
but it’s my own fault for drinking and 
I’m trying to raise as much awareness 
as possible,” he said. “I had two pas¬ 
sengers in the car but they walked

away unharmed and I’m so glad that it 
was just me that got hurt. Apart from 
being grateful to be alive I’m so moti¬ 
vated to get well as my three kids have 
lost out on so much.” 

Police decided not to take action 
against Mr Isherwood as no-one else 
was hurt and the severity of his in¬ 
juries meant he has not been able to 
drive since. He has been undergoing 
rehabilitation sessions at Portway 
Lifestyle Centre, run by Sandwell Lei¬ 
sure Trust, in Oldbury and despite his 
recovery being far from easy he is re¬ 
turning to something like his old self. 

He said: “My weekly visits to Port¬ 
way have become an essential part of 
my recovery and I absolutely love it. 

“To start with I only had partial

use of my left arm on that side, but 
the leg is stronger now too and I can 
walk on my own and my coordination 
and range of mobility is much bet¬ 
ter. Because my head trauma was so 
severe I had to re-teach my brain to 
function. “The hydrotherapy pool at 
Portway got me moving again, but I 
wanted more, so it was onto the tread¬ 
mill for my first few steps and now I’m 
doing step up and down exercises on 
the plate, basic weight lifts, roll outs 
and squats, etc, to improve my balance 
and core strength. 

“I hope to drive again, get back to 
my former tarmacing job, as my old 
boss is keeping it open for me, and be 
able to play with the kids like any dad 
would.”

Manor High School 
opened in 1968 on the Friar 
Park estate.

Mother is still haunted by the 
murder of her sons 15 years on 



A WOMAN whose two sons 
were murdered by her hus¬ 
band has told of how their 
brutal killings still haunt her 
15 years on. 

Denise Williams last saw her 
boys, Bradley, aged seven, and 
Brett, eight, in February 2002 
in the back of a 4x4. 

But that day, after her violent 
and abusive husband Steven Wilson 
punched her and released her from 
the car, he drove off and stabbed the 
two youngsters to death at Hill Top 
golf course, near Sandwell Valley. 

The killer, aged 44, from Linden 
Avenue, Great Barr, hung himself 
a year later on Mother’s Day - five 
days into a life sentence after being 
found guilty of murder. 

Speaking about the ordeal more 
than a decade on, Ms Williams re¬ 
called the moment she had to iden¬ 
tify her two dead boys. 

Horrible 

She said: “I remember just see¬ 
ing your children through glass like 
they are in a fish tank. I identified 
the bodies, it was horrible, abso¬ 
lutely horrible, really hard. And 
those are the things that I have to 
live through now. Even though it 
has been 14 years you still have the 
bad dreams and the things you have 
experienced.” 

Ms Williams, who now uses her 
maiden name, met Wilson when 
she was 16. She recalled how the 
relationship was great but within a 
matter of months it went down hill. 

She said: “He treated me like a 
princess, put me on a pedestal. Six 
months in and he started to show 
his true colours. 

“But he knew I had nowhere to 
go, no-one to run to. He called me 
all the different names under the 
sun. He would verbally abuse me, 


mentally abuse me, physically abuse 
me, punch me, kick me.” 

Amid the violence the couple had 
two young sons, Brett who was born 
in 1993 and Bradley, who was born 
the following year. 

Ms Williams believes just having 
them in her life made things bear¬ 
able. She said: “Even though I was 


living a horrible life of abuse and 
putting up with drunken outbursts, 
just having the children seemed to 
make it all okay.” 

She had split with Wilson on sev¬ 
eral occasions due to his abuse and 
that tragic day in February 2002 
came days after she had walked 
away from him for the final time. 


They were all due to meet up at a 
restaurant, when Wilson launched 
his last attack on his wife in the car. 

She said: “As I turned to get out 
the car, he pulled me, pulled my hair 
and pulled it into his lap in the car. 
He started punching the left side of 
my face, so me panicking managed 
to find the horn on the car and kept 
my hand on the horn of the car and 
also found the handle on the car 
door, which I pushed open. 

“He panicked when I was blowing 
the horn on the car and he loosed 
me and then he drove off. That was 
the last I saw of the boys.” 

Ms Williams then described the 
unforgettable phone call she had 
from Wilson. 

She said: “He rang to tell me ‘I 
have just killed the kids and I’m 
going to kill myself. 

Corner 

“At that point, you think to listen 
for the boys, listen for the boys in 
the background can you hear them, 
can you hear them and I couldn’t 
hear them.” 

Her hopes were initially lifted 
when police claimed they had found 
her boys, but what she did not real¬ 
ised, until a moment later, was that 
they were not alive. 

She said: “The sergeant of the 
station said ‘Denise we have found 
the boys,’ and gosh I was so excited, 
in the corner of this room was a big 
box of toys, and I was going to go 
and fetch them so they can come 
and play with the toys. 

“He just knelt on the floor and he 
said to me Denise they’re dead.” 

Ms Williams had to relive the 
horror of the experience a year later 
when the details were read out at 
Wilson’s trial. After the killer was 
convicted, she admitted she only 
felt ‘relief when days later it was 
confirmed he had hung himself in 
prison.

H e organised a 90th 
birthday party for 
Nelson Mandela and 
married then divorced both 
Chrissie Hynde and Patsy 
Kensit. 

He leads the most famous Scottish band 
of all time - Simple Minds have shipped 
more than 40 million records, scored five 
number one hits and headlined Wembley 
Stadium - and also owns a hotel in Sicily. 

But these days, Jim Kerr doesn’t even get 
recognised when he steps out of his Glas¬ 
gow flat in the city’s south side. It’s funny 
how life changes as you get older. Don’t You 
Forget About Jim. 

Jim Kerr is one of the nicest and most 
erudite men in rock, though some of his 
ex-band mates might not think so. They’ll be 
back on the road in spring - they headline 
Birmingham’s Symphony Hall on May 17 
- but before that there’s the small matter 
of their beautifully conceived and perfectly 
formed acoustic album. 

Simple Minds Acoustic features 15 re¬ 
worked tunes from their Imperial Era. There’s 
Chelsea Girl, a reimagined Don’t You (Forget 
About Me) and Glittering Prize and there’s a 
reworked version of Promised You A Miracle, 
featuring KT Tunstall, alongside a soft- 
strummed-but-still-ballsy Alive And Kicking. 
Who knew acoustic music could still sound, 
well, B.I.G? 

Promo 

Fans have been asking for an acoustic 
album since the dawn of time but, until now, 
he’s manfully resisted. Simple question: 
what changed? 

“To be honest, we’ve been getting asked 
for this kind of thing since back in the great 
MTV Unplugged days. It’s always been in the 
air but one of the things that we were always 
trying to do was to look at new things. We’re 
not great at looking back. 

“It came about when we were doing the 
promo for the last album, Big Music, and 
Chris Evans, on Radio 2, got us in. He had 
been a real big fan. He told us to go in and 
do two or three songs acoustically. 

“We bit the bullet and at 7am on the morn¬ 
ing we busked about two or three songs.” 

The reaction was overwhelming. Chris’s 
11 million listeners were Mad For It, to coin 
a phrase made popular by Patsy Kensit’s 
subsequent husband. And sure as night fol¬ 
lows day, every radio station across Europe 
wanted a repeat. 

Two or three songs on the radio is, of 
course, different to recording 15 for an 
album. The idea of an acoustic album was 
duly shelved and Simple Minds got on with 
Big Music, their superlative 2014 offering. 

But while it was easy to ignore the requests 
to play songs for radio, it was harder to 


ignore requests backed with hard cash. 

“We were to-ing and fro-ing and then our 
manager came up to us in the January and, 
as always, money talks. He said a promoter in 
Switzerland wanted us to play up a mountain. 
And he wanted us to play acoustically. So we 
thought ‘great’. 

But getting one of Britain’s great stadium 
bands to make music suited to a wine bar 
wasn’t easy. How do you put the Hey, Hey, 
Hey, Hey-yeah, of Don’t You (Forget About 
Me) on at an acoustic club? Not without 
reason were Simple Minds lauded for their 
stadium-friendly anthems. 

Jim laughs. “We flitted through songs that 
we were sure would never work. We had 
always been swept away with production and 
a big sound. But when we just went down to 
the song, I didn’t realise there was so much 
underneath.” 

Test 

They booked a gig in London, deciding to 
test their acoustic set on unsuspecting fans at 
Hackney Empire. 

“Talk about winging it. People from all over 
the world wanted to see that and we’d never 
done it before. Talk about being in it at the 
deep end. We were totally vulnerable. 

“There’s a kind of prejudice whenever you 
say the word ‘acoustic’. People imagine two 
blokes on some stool surrounded by candles. 
But we didn’t want to be little. We’ve got this 
thing of having energy and passion on stage. 
It’s acoustic but it’s a Simple Minds version, 
which is dynamic and atmospheric and all of 
that stuff.” 

And yet, it could all have been so different. 
There was a time not so many years ago 
when Simple Minds couldn’t get arrested. 
They were yesterday’s men. All washed up. 
Out of the game. They’d gone from having 
three consecutive number one platinum 
albums, followed by two that reached number 
two, to scratching about at numbers 141 and 
80. 

Radar 

It would have been easier to call it a day. 
Jim could have spent his days at his hotel, 
the Villa Angela, in Sicily. Or, if performance 
was an itch he really did have to scratch, 
he could have taken one of the humungous 
cheques on offer for signing up to an 80s 
tour. 

“We don’t have a grudge to bear or any¬ 
thing. For a lot of people Simple Minds were 
off the radar for a long time and it’s hard to 
get back on it when you’ve been off it.” 

So how did they do it? Jim’s answer is sim¬ 
ple: “Hard work. We’ve worked the last 10-12 
years trying to do quality stuff. A lot of people 
have wondered why we’d bothered. But we 
love our story and the position we’re in and 
we love our catalogue. We have different 
types of fans and for the hardcore, they want 
to see the band evolving.”

Lucy's decision proves 
far from child's play 


L ee Mack once said that if Lee 
and Lucy got together it would be 
the end of this show. 

So after the pair’s surprise 
Christmas marriage in 2015, fans 
thought they’d probably seen the last 
of hit comedy series. Mack’s career 
has gone from strength to strength 
and he is now established as one of 
the UK’s most recognisable comics. 

Last year saw him return as resident 
team captain on Would I Lie To You?, 
host Duck Quacks Don’t Echo, while 
in 2017 he will make his London West 
End debut alongside Griff Rhys Jones 
in the The Miser. 

But despite these other 
commitments, thankfully, Mack 
changed his mind about the show in 
which he made his name, and Not 
Going Out remains the longest-running 
UK television sitcom still on-air. 

Plus, a ninth and 10th series have 
also been green-lit by the Beeb, so 
Lee and Lucy (Sally Bretton) are not 
going anywhere just yet. 

One thing that perhaps changed 
Mack’s mind was a shift in direction for 
the sitcom, which now features more 


of a family element instead of the 
offbeat romantic comedy theme which 
dominated its first decade. 

In the 10 years since Not Going Out 
began, Mack has himself become a 
father of three. 

“It is quite weird writing about family 
life,” he admitted in a TV interview last 
year. “We’ve slowed it down a bit, less 
jokes and more children’s nappies.” 

Shane Allen, Controller of Comedy 
Commissioning at the BBC, is thrilled 
that Lee and Lucy are back: “Not 
Going Out is on its way to modern 
classic status as it clocks up another 
richly gag-packed and comic incident- 
heavy series,” he says. 

‘The jump forward introduction of 
their kids provides Lee and Lucy with 
a new family domestic setting and 
springboard to broaden out their world 
from a ‘will they, won’t they?’ dynamic 
to the ‘why the hell have we?’ that 
comes with parenting.” 

At the end of the last run, Lee and 
Lucy were a newlywed couple having 
their first child. 

Fast forward seven years, and there 
are some major new additions to their 


chaotic world - baby Charlie now has 
five year-old twin siblings, Benji and 
Molly. 

So how has Lee survived these 
dramatic life changes? And how are 
the parents finding the joy/relentless 
onslaught of bringing up kids? 

If this wasn’t enough for them to 
contend with, combine that with tricky 
family members in the form of Lee’s 
lovably feckless father Frank (Bobby 
Ball), and close friends including the 
world-weary, or more specifically wife- 
weary, Toby (Hugh Dennis) and 
uptight ice-queen Anna (Abigail 
Cruttenden). 

Thankfully, Lucy’s parents Geoffrey 
(Geoffrey Whitehead) and Wendy 
(Deborah Grant) are on hand. 

But what exactly do they make of 
Lee and Lucy’s often mad house? 

Last week we saw Lee trying to get 
the ‘romance’ with his wife back on 
track. 

And in this second instalment, Lucy 
causes grave offence by choosing the 
wrong babysitter for their trio of 
offspring when the couple plan a night 
on the tiles.

How Sweden harnesses delight 
of simple but joyous traditions 


WINNING a Nobel Prize could 
arguably be the best Christmas 
present of all. But not for lyri¬ 
cist Bob Dylan, one of this year’s 
best-known laureates. 

“He won’t even be coming to the cer¬ 
emony,” my taxi driver complains as 
we whirl through snow-dusted cobbled 
streets below Stockholm’s City Hall. 
He has other plans, apparently” 

Three days after the grand December 10 
banquet, honoured guests are woken from 
their rooms at the prestigious Grand Hotel 
by singing angels carrying candles, part of 
the St Lucia tradition. It’s fair to say Mr 
Tambourine Man won’t be in their reper¬ 
toire. . . No matter; the show will go on. 

Swedes honour traditions with clockwork 
precision, something I discover on a week¬ 
end winter break to their capital city and its

surrounding areas. Fleeing the commercial¬ 
ised circus of high-street chaos, I surface in 
a world of clean, crisp sophistication, where 
flashing rainbow lights and tacky tinsel are 
superseded by simple lingonberry wreaths 
and the flickering gold flames of advent 
candles. 

It’s Christmas time, and the markets 
have sprung up in the city. One of the most 
atmospheric is held at Hovstallet, the Royal 
Stable. Stooping in a loose-fitting tartan 
blazer, equerry Lars shows me the king’s 
private property, which is open for public 
tours throughout the year. 

“This is Stockholm’s best kept secret,” he 
whispers, as we weave through ornate royal 
carriages and past pedigree horses nuzzling 
into their mangers, entering a room filled 
with 38 gleaming harnesses. 


“Every year, two are flown by hand lug¬ 
gage to your Buckingham Palace, where 
skilled craftsmen make repairs,” Lars tells 
me. “We give the horses these jingle bells 
to wear in winter so they can be heard by 
traffic when the sound of their hooves is 
deadened by snow.” 

Inventive 

As the morning wears on, shoppers pour 
into the sky-lit Riding Hall and a labyrinth 
of stables, where stalls sell national favour¬ 
ites such as smoked fish, marzipan pigs and 
a parade of inventive condiments. 

Sheepskin rugs and cushions spiral with 
tight silky curls, and toy elves peer from an 
unkempt tangle of felt and wool. Ice scrap¬ 
ers with knitted handles are my novelty gift 
find of the day. Most people are gathering 
goods for their Christmas table. But to dis¬ 
cover an even greater selection of produce, 


I head to the bread basket region of Sorm¬ 
land, a 45-minute journey from Stockholm 
by train. Residents of Stallarholmen are 
hosting a Charles Dickens-themed market, 
with carol singers gathered around a log fire 
and aromas of roast pork. 

Gregarious baker Maria Printz is doing a 
roaring trade in sticky cinnamon buns and 
saffron cakes, traditionally eaten at this 
time of year. 

Many of the local meats, cheeses and 
smoked fish make their way into a tradi¬ 
tional julbord (a Swedish smorgasbord) 
served at Gripsholms Vardshus, a cosy inn 
located in nearby Mariefred. Vodka-infused 
salmon, herring pickled with fennel, and a 
salty roast gammon are all highlights. 

I learn more about the origins of this for¬ 
mer Viking settlement at the Callanderska 
Garden folklore centre, a 274-year-old red 
clapperboard house.

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New Kia Stinger GT aimed 
at former Saab customers 



The Stinger features Kia’s signature ‘tiger nose’

Kia has revealed its most powerful sports saloon 
car ever - the Stinger GT - a car it believes 
will offer former Saab buyers the chance to be 
different again. 

The five-seat fastback sports saloon - unveiled 
at the North American International Auto Show in 
Detroit - will arrive in the UK with a twin turbocharged 
3.3-litre V6 engine, producing 365bhp. 

Kia says the car will crack 60mph in around five 
seconds, have a top speed of 167mph and feature 
an eight speed gearbox and rear-wheel drive when it 
goes on sale here in October. 

But the manufacturer says it isn’t targeting the 
obvious rivals from BMW, Audi or Mercedes - instead 
it believes the Stinger GT will be the sort of car former 
Saab buyers might buy. 

A spokesman said: “This is a car for buyers who 
want something different - the anti-German brigade 
who used to buy Saabs. Doctors, accountants, 
architects, those people who want individual styling, 
a larger car and value for money.” 

Saab stopped selling cars when it went bankrupt in 
2011. It was bought by a Chinese-Swedish investment 
group in 2012 which promised to restart production, 
but that hasn’t happened. It traditionally sold in low 
volumes to buyers looking for an alternative to the 
mainstream offerings.

Kia doesn’t expect to sell huge volumes of the 
Stinger GT in the UK either - the spokesman said 
1,500-2,000 a year would be a huge success. 
“America will be the largest market for this car,” 
added the spokesman. 

The Stinger GT is a direct evolution of the concept 
car that first debuted at the Frankfurt Motor Show 
in 2011, penned by Kia chief design officer Peter 
Schreyer. 

Featuring four oval exhaust pipes, wheel arch gills, 
an integrated rear diffuser, LED headlamps and Kia’s 
signature ‘tiger nose’, the Stinger GT certainly has 
those sporty looks. And with former BMW man Albert 
Biermann behind the chassis, which has been honed 
on the Nurburgring, performance is at its core. 

He said: “I think, for the Kia brand, the Stinger is like 
a special event because nobody expects such a car, 
not just the way it looks but also the way it drives. It’s 
a wholly different animal.” 

A 2.0-litre turbocharged four-cylinder engine 
will also be available in the Stinger GT, producing 
255bhp. However, this is not coming to the UK - well, 
not just yet anyway. 

“The Stinger GT is a car for performance saloon 
enthusiasts who might have bought one from the 
likes of Ford or Vauxhall in the past but were put off 
by the fact they were produced by manufacturers 
selling 350,000 cars a year,” added a spokesman. 
“This is will be imposing, more individual, luxurious 
and exclusive.”
